'Furthermore." is continued, "we 
do not intend to force any freshmen 
to wear the beanie We do intend tc 
make them available, and that is all. 
The choice of buying or not buying 
a beany is left to the individual." 

At the Assembly meeting. Faulk- 
ner said that plans for some kind of jj on ~ 
punishment for not wearing them 
were being formulated by Suky. and 
that they would be presented at the 
next meeting of SGA Faulkner also 
told a Kernel reporter that buying 
beanies would be required, if A. D.

If the Kentucky State Board of 
Barber and Beautician Examiners 
has its way. UK may not have a 
barbershop. 

The board cited the University 
and Frank D Peterson. University 
comptroller, to "appear for trial on 
June 1. 1953, for the very serious 
olfense of posting prices. . . ." 

Peterson wrote a letter to Attorney 
General J D Buekman. Jr.. asking 
him to advise and if there was such 
a law. what action should he take 
on behalf cf the University. 

"We question whether or not 
there is a law against letting the 
customers know the prices. The 
barber would have to tell the cus- 
tomer the prices in the barbershop 
when the job is over; we see no dif- 
ference in telling them before they 
get them in the chair than telling 
them afterward." the letter said. 

In an interview with a Kernel re- 
porter Thursday morning. Peterson 
said that ihe "price list hasn't been 



posted in the barbership since 
March." 

"The barbershop is for the con- 
venience of the students and does 
not attempt to make a profit." he 
said. 

Lexington barbers recently raised 
the price for a haircut to SI. The 
University continued to charge 65 
cents. .Then most of the Lexington 
barbels cut their price to 75 cents. 

The barbers complained that if 
the University did not provide the 
barbershop facilities, students would 
be forced to pay $1 for a haircut. 

The sign, Peterson said, was 
placed on the wall inside of the 
shop to let students know what 
prices they are to pay. since they 
come from all over the state and 
other states and are used to higher 
prices 

Peterson stated that he had not 
yet received a letter from the At- 
torney General. However, the Louis-

To India Mission 

Appointment of Dr. Leo M. Cham- 
berlain. UK vice president, to a 
Slate Department mission in India 
and Pakistan this summer was an- 
nounced by the University Board 
of Trustees at their monthly meet- 
ing last week. 

The group granted him a four 
month leave of absence beginning 
July 1. to enable him to make the 
trip. 

The objective of Dr Chamber- 
lam's mission will be to try to give 
the people of these Asiatic coun- 
tries, particularly those associated 
with colleges and universities, a 
Letter understanding of America. 

Dr. Chamberlain said this week 
that he would speak to faculty and 
student groups at institutions of 
higher learning in India and Paki- 
stan, and would confer with college 
administrators and faculty mem- 
bers. 

The UK vice-president is one of 
several American educators selected 
by the State Department to visit 
foreign countries under its educa- 
tional exchange service. He will re- 
turn to his campus duties Nov. 1. 

Dr. Chamberlain is the second 
member of the UK faculty who has 
been selected In recent months by 
the State Department to lecture in 
India Dr. Thomas H Clark, head 
of the History Department, loured 
India during a part of the hist se- 
mester on the same type of 



Polio Expert 
Is Sigma \i 
Dinner Guest 

An internationally known polio- 
mehtis expert. Dr. Albert B. Sabin. 
will speak tonight at the annual 
banquet of the Kentucky chapter of 
the Society of Sigma Xi. 

Announcement of the banquet was 
made Monday by Dr Arthur C Mc- 
Farlan. head of the UK Department 
of Geology and president of Sigma 
XI. The banquet is to be held at 
6 30 p.m. iDSTp in the Student 
Union. 

Dr. Sabin is professor of research 
pediatrics at the University of Cin- 
cinnati and a fellow of the affiliated 
Cincinnati Children's Hospital Re- 
search Foundation During World 
War II he served as a Lieutenant 
Colonel assigned to health improve- 
ment work in this country, the Or- 
ient and Europe. 

In 1942 at the Cincinnati Chil- 
dren's Hospital Research Founda- 
tion laboratories. Dr Sabin evolved 
a vaccine agauist encephalitis. Later 
he was rushed to Okinawa to su- 
pervise the vaccination of more than 
65.000 armed forces personnel 
threatened with this disea.se. None 
of those vaccinated were stricken. 

Dr. Sabin received the Legion of 
Merit "for exceptionally meritorious 
conduct m the performance of out- 
standing mervice in connection with 
the investigation and control of cer- 
tain diseases."

space in that area was unused. This figure, how- 
ever, is not too representative of area parking in 
general since the check was made at a time when 
the demand is not so heavy. At any rate, something 
like 1>5 more permits than there are parking spaces 
are issued each semester in order to keep these 
spaces filled. 

At present, the physically disabled or handicap- 
pad hold prelerence when parking permits are 
issued; faculty and staff are considered next; hard- 
ship cases come third; and commuters are fourth. 

As a result of tin- study, which is still underway, 
the committee recommended that the city appoint 
policewomen to handle the traffic, largely com- 
posed of school children, at the two traffic lights 
just off the University grounds. ( onseepieotly. the 
campus policemen, who've lieen unable to supervise 
the parking areas adequately, will have more time 
to copy with the parking violators. 

The committee has also draw n up a questionnaire 
to be filled out by the students, a copy of which is 
printed in this week's Kernel. Other coplies w ill 
be distributed in the classes. 

SCA. in an investigation last semester, contacted 
city officials in an attempt to make parking legal 
in front of Memorial Coliseum, on both sides of 
Harrison Street, and diagonal parking on South 
Limestone Street. But they wore told that none of 
the suggestions were plausible. 

One unrestricted parking lot w hic h appears to be 
overlooked by students is located on Bose Street 
behind the Agriculture Experiment Station. Other 
than that, there doesn't seem to be any additional 
space near the University w Inch could Ik- converted 
for parking purposes. 

The committee expects to make a full report and 
recommendations the last of this month to Dean 
W hite which w ill he turned over to the Adminis- 
tration and SCA for approval. Should the recom- 
mendations Ix- accepted, no action will be taken, 
until next fall. 

One encouraging sign . . . since the study was 
begun. Dean W hite reports that there have been 
fewer students coming to his office complaining 
alxiut lack of parking space.

If so you will find these, as well 
as 2.628 other pamphlets and maga- 
zines in the periodical reading room 
of the Margaret I. King Library. 

For some reason this part of the 
library always seems to have its full 
share of students, even without mid- 
semester tests coming up.

Some students drop by every day 
or so Just to catch up on the home- 
town news.

UK will be among the more than 
90 colleges and universities repre- 
sented at the US Army Signal 
Corps' six-week ROTC summer 
camp held at Camp Gordon, Gcor- 
eia. beginning June 15.

'Bad 9 Guthrie 
Leaves Kentucky 

A. B. G'tthrie instructor in crea- 
tive writing at UK and Pulitzer 
Pr'zc-wtnritm a.tthor. plans to move 
to Great Falls. Mont., about July L 

The author owns a ranch n<*ar 
Great Fall^ and has spent summers 
t'.i'T" in recent years. He plans to 
continue his writing there. 

Guthrie came to Kentucky 27 
yars ago when he got a .*20-a-we"k 
job as a reporter for the LeacW. 
'•'ter thre- years, he became city 
editor. In 1947. he resigned as exe- 
cutive editor to devote most of his 
time to writing novels. 

He did most of the writing of 
"The Big Sky" while on a Nieman 
Fellowship at Harvard University 
about seven years ago. The novel 
has since been made into a movie. 

In 1949. Guthrie won the Pulitizer 
Prize for his book "The Way West." 
He is now working on another novel 
about the West. 

Family connections, besides want- 
ing to live in me country ne is writ- 
ing about, have prompted the au- 
thor's move to Montana. His father 
and his wife's parents live there. 

Guthrie did the screen writing for 
"Shane." a psychological Western 
that is now being shown over the 
nation. 

His son. Gcrtram Guthrie, is a 
sophomore at the University of 
Montana. A daughter. Helen, is a 
student at University High school. 



He was six and the 
teaching him to speak.

Technically speaking, this child 
was afflicted with a "cleft palate." 
This means the rear part of the 
roof of his mouth has a hole in it. 
permitting direct passage of air into 
the nasal passage, producing boom- 
ing sounds when the boy sneaks. 
This makes him seem to be "talk- 
ing through his nose". 

"Willow Hall" has a two-fold pur- 
pose" said Dr. C E Diehl. director 
of the University Speech and Hear- 
ing Clinic, "one is to give therapy, 
the other is to train therapists." 
Clonic Serves The State 

He added "this Psychology De- 
partment ide-i has grown to its 
present program of a regular year 
round speech school, a six-fee's 
summer clinic, a program available 
to anv college student with a speech 
defect, and an out patient diagnos- 
tic session in which children come 
from all over Kentucky to have 
their speech problems analyzed." 

At present there are 14 children 
attending classes at Willow Hall, 
and each child has a speech defect. 
These defects range from lack of 
articulation — the mast common 
problem — to cerebral palsy, with 
damaged or insufficient palate com- 
ing somewhere in between. 

Dr. Diehl said that too many 
Kentuckians haven't heard of this 
work going on at the University, 
and therefore are "sometimes mis- 
informed" as to the school's pur- 
pose and function. 

Bad Speech Habits Corrected 

"We teach each child with a 
defect a new way of speaking. When 
we first see a child needing speech 
treatment, he has learned to speak. 
Our task Is to undo old. bad habits 
of speech, and in their place insti- 
tute new, proper habits. 



"For example, one way to help a 
child with cleft palate is with sur- 
gery. Here the child has new skin 
grafted into his mouth, closing the 
passage from the mouth to the 
nasal cavity When the surgery has 
healed, we must teach him to form 
words differently, shape his mouth 
differently when speaking, and give 
him a whole new concept of speech 
It ts not an easy task." 

The waiting list for Willow Hall 
contains hundreds of names. aU 
hoping for openings in the school 
The school has three grades, first 
to third. Just recently the staff, 
headed e;> Dr. Diehl. painted and 
refurnished the school building
